The fifth half-yearly general meeting of shareholders was held at 

the offices of the company, Finsbury-circus, on Wednesday, 
Mr. B. D. KeERsuHAw in the chair. 

Mr. J. ARTHUR MorGAN, F.G.S. (the secretary and solicitor) read 
the notice ealling the meeting. 

The CHAIRMAN said: I presume you will take the report and ac- 
counts as read, for copies have been sent to all the shareholders, 
and Mr. Eddy’s reports give a full account of all that has transpired 
at the mines since he went out. The report was taken as read. 

The CHAIRMAN: Gentlemen, since Mr, Eddy’s reports were printed, 
we have had a telegram, dated May 25 (received May 30), of which 
the words were only “ Aurora improved.” He is now at a con- 
siderable depth in the mine, and this being the first telegram that 
we have had from Mr. Eddy, he must have made some important dis- 
covery. But whilst this telegram is most re-assuring, as it points to 
the mine improving in depth, this corroborates what Mr. Clemes said 
when he went out there—that as we opened down on the lode, which 
was much disintegrated at the top that it would improve. Besides 
the telegram we received on Friday last, further letters and reports 
from Mr. Eddy, and these letters, though dated April 10 and 17— 
21 days before the telegram was sent off —were of a most encouraging 
character, and as you have not had these letters, perhaps I had better 
read them to you. The first is dated April 10:— 

“ Aurora Lode, Deep Adit: On account of recent heavy rain the two men have 
been taken from here to assist in drawing water out of the eastern and western 
shafts; the top of these shafts are at the bottom of one large funnel-shaped open 
cutting, and, consequently, receive a quantity of water whenever it rains 
heavily. The deep adit will be again resumed when we communicate the 
middle adit with the eastern shaft. In the middle adit the six men employed 
are going on satisfactorily, the drivage being for March, 10°45 metres, equal to 
Sfms.4ft.3in. We have had to concentrate the few miners at our disposal in 
this gallery, as it is the most important point we have, the drainage of all the 
workings depending on it; this work will be completed in two months more. 
The lode in this level isin two branches, each 1 ft. wide, and producing a little 
gold, but not sufficient at present to pay. On account of the air having got in- 
sifficient for the men to work we have put in an yonenr ey | machine, with 
satisfactory results; but we have, for the present, to suspend the driving on the 
lode in the north side asthe grouse all requires blasting, and the air-pipes would 
thereby be destroyed. As almost everything depends on an early communica- 
tion of the middle adit I thought it advisable to prevent its being interfered 
within any form, The sinking of the eastern shaft will be completed to the 
middle adit on the 13th of next month, after which drivage will be resumed 
both east and west. The lode at present is 4 ft. wide, and averages 8 dwts. of 
gold per ton, which (although not so good as it was upward) shows an improve- 
ment during the last fortnight.—Meza's Lode: As we shall have completed the 
reduction of several tons of the poorer class of stuff from here by the end of the 
week, and have duly sampled the better stuff, we shall be able to give its value 
next week.—H. Eppy.” 

The second (April 17) is as follows :— 

“There has been no material change in any of the different points on the 
Aurora lode since my last report on the 10th —Meza’s Lode: The best heap of 
quartz from this lode weighed 3 tons 18 cwts., and after being broken up and 
carefully mixed, a regular sample gave 214 ozs. of gold to the ton. The other 
heap contains about 16 tons (computed), and having reduced 6 tons of it, I find 
an average of 11 dwts. tothe ton. The whole, therefore (nearly 20 tons), gives 
an average of over 184 dwts. tothe ton. The quantity of groaned broken alto- 
gether on this lode is 16 fms., and the quantity from which the above was taken 
appears to be between 7 and 8fms., thereby showing the ground to be of the 
average value of 24% ozs. of gold per fathom. The ground broken yielded about 
40 tons of quartz, the above 20 tons being considered the profitable part. Iam 
anxious to prove the Aurora lode in depth before proceeding with this in a simi- 
lar manner. The stope in the west end produces payable quartz. Late on 
Saturday, the 15th inst., I discovered 4 new lode between Meza'sand the Aurora, 
which T shall bes, vs operations on to-day ; it®contains)visible gold at surface—i.c., 
immediately under the earth and gravel which covers it.—H. Eppy.” 

The third (April 24) reads :— 

* There is nothing particularly new sinee my last week’s report. During the 
past week I have assayed the following samples from the Aurora Mine.—Aurora 
Lode: Average samples from the shaft 6% dwts. of gold per ton of stuff.—New 
Lode: Average sample for 10 ft. in length 744 dwts. to the ton. This lode 





showed visible gold on the eo side, aud I had expected better results, 
but the footwall part of the lode evidently contained less gold. I shall, how- 
ever, give ita further trial. During the coming week I shall open on another 
lode, a mile nearer Lavras, This latter lode I have traced continuously for one | 
mile in length, and in several places it is of a highly ferruginous character. 
The results will be duly forwarded. { will also then send plan, showing the

As soon asthe whole establishment is in full work and larger quantities are 
being treated, the directors feel assured that the patience of the shareholders 
will be amply rewarded, as the further development of the mine during the 
| past year has given additional proof of the great extent and value of the pro- 
perty. 

Mr. W. H. Wrnvxe, the manager pro tem., after reporting upon the points of 
operation, says: There are now engaged in the mine about 115 men, and in the 
dressing works about 75, exclusive of those who are temporarily employed on 
new works.

On these data I estimate that we shall shortly be able 
to produce 20) tons of ore per month, worth, at the present low price, about 
1000/. at a cost of 750/., and as soon as we can get sufficient hands to supply 
the dressing works by night, as well as by day, we shall be able to produce 
sboat 1900/. worth of ore at a vost of 1300/. 

Negotiations have been entered into in several directions with a view of dis- 
posing of the produce of the stamps, which is almost entirely carbonate ore, to 
greater advantage than if sold for smelting, and there seems every probabilit 
of success, in which case a larger prefit than above estimated should be realised. 
Up to the present time we have not succeeded in increasing our staff of miners 
sufficiently, the principal reason being a want of suitable quarters, and the ex- 
travagant charges of the peasants for board and lodging. In order to meet 
these difficulties a large building has been rented and fitted up with beds for 40 
men, and a shop has been opened for the sale to the men employed by the com- 
pany. of provisions and other necessaries at wholesale prices. 

he CHAIRMAN said: Gentlemen, I have much pleasure in 
meeting you to-day, and in proposing the adoption of the report and 
balance-sheet now before you, as I may now congratulate you upon 
the improved aspect of our enterprise; and although on this occa- 
sion unable to give evidence of this fact in the desirable form of a 
dividend, I have no hesitation in expressing my conviction that the 
directors will be able to do so within a measurable distance of time.

ur operations have latterly been confined to shaft No. 2, which is directly 
connected with the dressing works. The end of our driving in this part of the 
mine ig now 175 meters from theshaft, andas Mr. Wynne says in hisreport: ‘“ The 
ore contigues rich and regular to the furthest point developed.” It will be seen 
also from Mr. Wynne's report that the deposit is very much thicker than we 
originallyexpected. Mr. Wynne says: ‘‘ From the main gallery, which is near 
the roof, a number of cross-cuts, some 60 metres long, have been driven without yet 
reaching the footwall of the deposit, the thickness of which is considerably 
eater than was atfirst supposed.”

Next 
to the difficulty of jo wteny ey a proper system of dressing that of obtaining an 
adequate supply of labour been the chief obstacle to success with which our 
managigg director has had to contend. This has arisen simply from the want 
of proper accommodation for our miners and workmen in the district. To meet 
this we have taken various measures; we have leased one large building to 
accommodate 40 to 50 men; we have taken steps towards the erection of dwell- 
ing-houses, and we have opened a store for the supply to the men, at wholesale 
prices, of provisions and other necessaries, and which, I need hardly say, is 
equivalent to an incyease in wages. By these means we hope soon to be inde- 
pendent of the labour diffcylty. With regard to our production at the present 
moment, Mr. Wynne’s report glgo affords full information: ‘‘ Ihe quantity of 
ore treated is about 150 tons per diem ; the average yield of lead is over 3 per 
cent, of which two-fifths is in the form of carbonate ore, and for which we 
have every reason to hope we shall obtain a good price, and one above ordinary 
smelters’ prices.” With regard to future prospects of dividend, it will be seen 
from My. .Wynne's report that we shall shortly be making a profit, even 
assuming present low prices of lead to continue, and with only our present half-

From Mr. JoHN B. ReyNoLps.—If our readers will refer to the 
back numbers of the Mining Journal they will find that at this 
period of the year very little business is done as a rule; therefore, 
that the markets should be so inactive at present is not a dis- 
couraging nor an exceptional circumstance. On the contrary, 
buyers are particularly fortunate by being able to operate quietly 
and greatly to their advantage. What applies to the share market 
applies with equal force tothe market for metals. In the latter, however, we 
find much to encourage holders for the rise, and it appears not improbable that 
in the early autumn we shall have considerable activity all round, The spring 
of this year closely resembled for inactivity the spring of 1879, and it 
will be fresh in the recollection of all concerned that the autumn and winter 
of that year brought quite a mania for speculation, We should be sorry to see 
such a mania again, because it is unhealthy, as was illustrated by the reaction 
which so suddenly set in. We desire, therefore, not a mania for speculative 
enterprise, but a legitimate demand by investors for first-class securities, the 
bona Ade absorption of stocks in the metal market, and a solid commercial pro- 
gress generally. 

Our readers will do well to note the prices of railway stocks, and the satifac- 
tory traffic increases which the companies report, and from their conclusions 
they will easily be able to form a fair idea as to the general state of the trade of 
the country.

Any favourable tone imparted to the market from time to time by good ship- 
ments speedily disappears, and attention is directed to the facility with which 
the output can be increased at anytime. A strike extending over a large area 
is reported from America, and there seems every probability of its being a pro- 
tracted one. This may effect prices, but otherwise the prospect is gloomy; for 
whatever may be the state of makers’ stocks, those in public store show an in- 
crease. The recent unprecedented purchases of furnace material have removed 
the chief cause of the depression in prices of copper existing a month ago. It 
must be now accepted asa fact that the consumption of copper has really in- 
creased, though it is difficult to point out the quarter from which that increase 
comes.

ROYAL CORNWALL POLYTECHNIC SOCIETY. 


In the Mining Journal of Sept. 5, 1835, we mentioned that the 

1 three years old Cornwall Polytechnic Society was doing useful 
and in announcing its JUBILEE MEETING, which will be held 
in a few weeks, it is gratifying to be able to state that its utility has 
been well maintained, and that the now Royat CoRNWALL PoLy- 
TECHNIC SociFty displays that full vigour which promises it a long 
and healthy life. We may repeat the statement we made 47 years 
ago, that “‘muchcredit is due to the body, notoniy for the system ob- 
served with reference to their proceedings, but for the attention they 
have paid to mining operations; and more particularly as in the 
present case to matters affecting the practical miner.’ The grounds 
for our favourable comments were the award of a prize to the in- 
ventor of the Man-Engine, which has since proved so great a boon 
to working miners engaged in deep mines. We remarked that in 
lessening the unproductive labour of the miner, which impairs his 
physical energies without benefiting science or society, the interests 
of the mining adventurers are advanced by affording the means of 
that labour being applied for the benefit of his employer, and con- 
sequently to the advantage of himself. The awards were all made 
for plans emanating from practical men, whereby the fatigue and 
loss of time attendant upon the present mode of descent and ascent 
in the mines might be avoided. Mr. Michael L am, of the Consoli- 
dated Mines, received the first prize of 10/. 10s., and Captain W. 
Nicholas, of Wheal Trannack, the second prize of similar amount; 
the third prize, 4/. 4s., falling to Capt. W. Richards, of Wheal Vor, 
and various smaller sums being awarded to other competitors. 

For lessening unproductive labour in the direction indicated, Mr. 
LoAm’s plan consisted in attaching a rod by a parallel motion to a 
beam connected with the moving power, and giving it an alternat- 
ing action in ashaft. Platforms, he continued, are affixed to the 
rod at regular intervals, with corresponding ones on the shaft, the 
distance between them being equal to the length of the stroke. It 
is proposed that the men shail pass successively from the platform 
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<arface or lowered to the bottom. The plan admits of two rods 
jiternating with each other, in which case the men might from 
one rod to the other, and a saving of half the time would be 
efected. Sufficient time for allowing the men to pass from one 
platform to another is provided by an eccentric motion connected 
with the moving power. Captain NICHOLAS’S arrangement was 
jmilar, except that he had no contrivance for allowing the miners 
to change position. Capt. RICHARDs’s was a skip arrangement 
with a safety catch to come into play upon breakage of the rope. 
The judges preferred the man-engine arrangement, because they 
agreed “ in deciding that less danger is to be apprehended from the 
passing of miners from one platform to another than from the 
breaking of aropeorchain. We are also of opinion that a greater 
number of men can be raised or lowered in a given time by the 
vlan of the balanced rods, which also possesses the advantage of 
slowing the men to pass into the several levels without the stoppage 
of the apparatus.” The Corsolidated Mines were even then deep, 
and it was estimated that with the ordinary mode of descent and 
ascent the miner exhausted one-third of his whole physical strength 
in going down to and returning from his work, and that in Cornish 
mines generally the loss of physical strengthin climbing averaged 
one-fifth, and it was pointed out that this loss of energy was at- 
tended with serious disadvantages to the miner and the adventurer, 
who, according to the system of mining in Cornwall, are equally in- 
terested in the amount of work completed; and where a great |

is carried out the men would scarcely have anything to complain of, 
and it would in fact be a health-giving luxury, and that at {a small 
cost. Besides the trades we have referred to in which the men are 
short lived, may be added tin-plate workers, who have to work with 
coke; then there is the large army of tailors, bakers, milliners, and 
others who annually die from consumption at an early age, and whose 
lives are cut short by long hours in heated and ill-ventilated rooms. 
But the miner should now live on the average nearly as long as the 
agricultural labourer, and in very many districts he does so. Inone 
mining district, in which 101 adults died in the course of two years, 
we find that 26 died between the ages of 20 and 30; 16 between 30 
and 40; 9 between 40 and 50; 26 between 50 and 70; 14 between 
70 and 80; 9 between 80 and 90; and 1 upwards of 90. These 
figures we believe will stand comparison with those recorded of any 
body of ordinary workmen in the country. With the appliances now 
in use in most of our mines, and those that are inexpensive and 
easily obtainable, together with the short hours worked, the miner 
should live to as old an age as any workmen whose duties are above 
ground, and this we believe will now be found to be the case. 








THE DEVELOPMENT OF IRELAND—A FIELD FOR 
COMMERCIAL ENTERPRISE. 


The practical solution of the Irish difficulties is undoubtedly the 
problem of the day. From the annexation of the island with that 
of England in the year 1801, the proper government of the country 
and the pacificationof the people have engaged the earnest attention 
and bafiled the ingenuity of politicians of every shade. Measures of 
repression and coercion on the one hand, and of persuasion and gene- 
rosity on the other hand, have been tried and faile1; no panacea 
has yet been discovered; secret societies are to-day as rampant as 
ever; revolt and riot lurk in many districts; open murder still dis- 
graces the country—the great bulk of the people are in a state of 
semi-starvation ; and one of the finest and most promising fields for 
commercial enterprise and development lies at the very doors of our 
English Government and resident capitalists, unnoticed and ignored. 

The Vining Journal is of no political party. We are biased by no 
consideration for Conservatism or Liberalism. We are perfectly free 
to speak our mind boldly and independently, and we unhesitatingly 
say that, in our opinion, successive governments have for many years 
past in their treatment of Ireland “begun at the wrong end.” 
Drastic measures have been app‘ied rather than “ nursing ” and pro- 
ductive remedies. The miserable and squalid condition in which 
the masses of the people have been allowed to remain has driven 
thousands of the labouring classes—the bone and muscle of the 
country—to otherclimes. The development of the country by means 
of railways has been shamefully neglected, more especially by the 
Irish nobility themselves. The coal, copper, iron, and other mines 
have been left unworked, or only to a very limited extent. No em-

English energy and capital. In addition to her coal beds, Ireland 
has two other important fuels—lignite, and turf or peat—the total 
area of the latter being estimated at 2,830,000 acres, or nearly one- 
seventh of the surface of the entire island; the depth of this peat 
averages from 16 to 25 ft., but some extends toa depth of 47 ft. 
Iron ore is found in all the coal localities. There are copper mines 
distributed throughout the clay-slate districts in a great number of 
localities. As far back as 1864 the quantity of Irish copper sent to 
Swansea was 14,237 tons, of the value of 122,000/7. in that one year, 
and large quantities are still exported, but like other local industries 
the trade is in a languishing state for the want of English enterprise 
and capital. 

It must be evident that in a brief article of this description we can 
only touch the mere surface of the question, but we believe the sta- 
tistics which we have adduced and the facts stated prove that a legi- 
timate field for enterprise and capital exists in Ireland, and that there 
is a fair prospect for a moderate return. We are convinced that if 
Government would only give State aid to a large and comprehensive 
system of railway extension—opening up the whole country to com- 
merce, if they would help forward large permanent public works, if 
they would by temporary loans assist in working the collieries and 
mines and drain the bogs—they would confer far more permanent 
benefits upon the masses of the people in providing employment for 
the thousands who are now idle, and do more to regenerate the 
country and quiet the discontent of the people than all the mere 
temporary measures of relief provided under the Arrears Bill or any 
other such measure, The great bulk of the people want employ at 
fair remunerative wages; when that is secured then we may expect 
a return of content and prosperity, but until then there will be law- 
lessness and revolt, because there will be idleness, and ignorance and 
poverty—the great scourges of any nation —labor omnia vincit. 








THE GREAT STRIKE IN THE UNITED STATES 

The great strike among the ironworkers of Pennsylvania has 
naturally been watched with interest by members of the British 
iron trade, some of whom see in it achance of a revival of the 
American demand for British iron and steel. We donot wish to un- 
duly damp any of the expectations conceived upon the subject, bu 
we warn English ironmasters from expecting too much in connection 
with what is probably, after all, an exceptional disturbance of the 
ordinary course of American metallurgical industry. Wesay this be- 
cause we observe such sentences as the following among the trade 
reports of what at any rate aspires to be a leading Welsh newe- 
paper :- “In view of the gigantic strike of the ironworkers in the 
United States it is expected that a brisk demand will shortly arise— 
that is, for Welsh iron and steel. If the strike is likely to be per- 
manent, the importations from England will undoubtedly be re- 
opened, and asa natural consequence prices all round must improve.”

ful of employments, and that their death rate is particularly high as

So far indeed from this 
being the case, the miners as a body are as long-lived—and in several 
instances live considerably longer—as the men engaged in most busi- 
nesses above ground. The working places of a mine are far more | 
healthy than many workshops and factories, for the temperature in | 
the former is moderate and very uniform, and of late years one great | 
evil, that of inhaling the fine particles of coal dust, has been greatly 
modified and can be still more so without much trouble or expense. 
Amongst those trades which are very far below that of the miner as 
regards healthiness are the Sheffield steel grinders, the Redditch 
needle grinders, water gilders, plumbers, painters, workers in lead, | 
as well as many others. In Sheffield the average age of the steel 
fork maker is only 30 years, whilst the men engaged in some branches | 
of the china trade in the Potteries, where a great deal of flint is used, | 
do not live to a much greater age. In some of the cotton, woollen, 
and flax mills, the mortality is also very high owing to tlie inhala- 
tion of the dust with which the atmosphere is impregnated. Coming 
to the miners, from some calculations made a year or two ago, it was 
stated that next to the Sheffield grinders they were the shortest 
lived of any body of English workmen. How far this may have been 
correct a few years ago, when hundreds were swept away in one 
seething blazing mass by explosions we are not prepared to say, but 
we do know that it is not the case at the present time. Admittedly a 
mnsiderable number of lives are lost annually in our mines from 
various causes, including negligence on the part of some of the men 
themselves, but if we leave them and take those who die from 
natural causes, the death rate for moderation will be found to con- 
trast favourably with most ordinary trades. There has been a great 
deal of sentiment expressed for the unfortunate miner, who, it is 
said, scarcely ever sees the light of the san, and who lives, works, 
and breathes in an atmosphere impregnated with gases, coal dust, 
and other impurities, forced to remain for hours in a cramped posi- 
tion in an atmosphere of 80 or more degrees, But what are the facts 
without the sentiment ? 

The miner in most districts descends to his work at six o’clock in 
the morning, and leaves off at two, so that he has frequent opportu- 
nities of seeing the sun, more especially as he does not work more 
than four or five days in the week. So far from the air being 
mixed with impurities every effort is made to supply him with it 
in a pure state, and as a rule this is accomplished, whilst the venti- 
lation is often so keen that he complains that the temperature is too 
low. In fact, as stated in the report to the House of Commons 
some years since, a mine when properly ventilated and drained, as a| 
place of work was more salubrious and even agreeable than thosein | 
vhich many kinds of labour were carried on at the surface.

The country would be 
opened up far better than at present for trade and commerce, per- 
manent employ would be afforded to hundreds and thousands who 
are now, perforce, bound to remain idle. capital would be circulated, 
and a much-needed stimulus would be given the staple trades of the 
Mother Country in the large demand for iron and steel rails and en- 
gines which would ensue. 

Statistics prove that there has hitherto been a most unaccountable 
absence of railway and commercial enterprise in Ireland, and that 
there isample room for great expansion. Proportionately to other 
parts of the United Kingdom the extension of the railway system in 
Ireland has been very small indeed. There has been no material im- 
provement in trade and commerce, no commensurate development 
of its collieries or mining industries for many years past, whilst there 
is a positive decrease in population. In the year 1801, when the 
union with England was effected, the population of England was 
9,334,549, whilst last year it had increased to 25,968,286. In Ireland, 
in 1801, the population was 5,319,867, whilst last year it was only 
5,159,839, so that whilst England has nearly trebled its population 
within the past 80 years, Ireland has lost nearly 200,000. This de- 
creased population and the stagnation of trade and commerce is un- 
questionably due to the absence of railways,and of commercial enter- 
prise. Again the total length of the railways open in Ireland on 
Dec. 31, 1880, was only 2370 miles, the nominal capital being only 
33,741,0581., the gross receipts 2,695,272/., and the net revenue 
1,230,635/. Thus, for the whole of that extensive country the total 
capital expended on its railways and their total revenue is scarcely 
one-third of the amount expended and earned upon one of the great 
railway systems in England. The nominal capital of the London 
and North-Western Railway Company is no less than 92,456,537/., 
and its gross receipts were in 1880, 9,827,0227. The nominal capital 
of the Great Western is 66,693,695/., and the gross receipts 7,281,329. 
The Midland nominal capital is 67,807, 681/., and the total receipts 
6,771,3847. The nominal share capital of the North-Eastern is 
55,137,0192., and the gross receipts 6,436,8527. Compared with other 
of our English lines, those of our Sister Isle would bear equally sig- 
nificant results. These facts prove there is ample room for almost 
any expansion of railways, and the outlay of English and resident 
capital if anything like Government guarantee could be obtained for 
a fair return thereon, It might be added as an inducement to ca- 
pitalists to turn their attention to Ireland for the investment, that 
the cost of railway work there is most moderate, owing to the almost 
entire absence of tunnels, that the average cost of the lines con- 
structed was only about 16,000/. per mile, whilst the last official re- 
turns showed that, notwithstanding the adverse circumstances under 
which they laboured, the dividends averaged 37, 14s.

All the beds lying to the south of Dublin 
yield only stone or anthracite coal, which burns without flame, whilst 
those which lie to the north of Dublin are bituminous, but these are 
of small extent. We have been unable to find any official returns of 
the coal and minerals worked of late years, but in 1864 the total 
quantity of coal raised throughout Ireland was only 70,000 tons of 
anthracite and small, and 55,000 tons of bituminous. There were 
only 73 collieries then opened throughout the whole kingdom, and of 
these only 39 were at work. Theré has beén but little further ex- 
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| citable people like the Americans a strike is likely to terminate as 
quickly as it commences. The fact is there always appears to usa 
fatality about strikes, and the conflict which we are now witnessing 
between American capital and American labour in Pennsylvania is 
no exception to the rule. In 19 cases out of 20 a strike commences 
because wages are either stationary or are about to be reduced. Work- 
men accept readily enough advances of wages; but they can hardly 
be made to understand that it is just as necessary for an employer, 
or a body of employers, to reduce or to refuse to augment the aug- 
mentation accorded to labour, as it is possible for them at other 
| times to increase it. Three years since a period of prosperity set in 
jin the American iron trade. The demand for rails and other pro- 
ducts exceeded the means of supplying the requirements which pre- 
sented themselves; and it was not at all unreasonable that when 
prices of rails, places, &c., moved upwards wages should be increased 
also. So far all went well enough, and harmoniously enough, but 
now that the tide of prosperity has been for some time on the ebb, 
and now that the demand for rails is less active than it formerly was, 
while means of production have been largely increased, it is not 
at all wonderful that American ironmasters should have directed 
their attention to the importance of reducing their expenses, and that 
/ 28 a means to this end any increase of wages should be refused. All 
this seems plain and intelligible enough to an outside observer whose 
eyes are not blinded by self-interest, but the ironworkers of Penn- 
| Sylvania have shown no disposition to bear their part in the com- 
parative depression which has overtaken their employers, although 
they were ready enough to participate in their prosperity. Hence 
we witness what our Welsh contemporary styles accurately enough 
a “ gigantic strike.” 

But we repeat that there is a fatality about this strike, just as 
there has been a fatality about many other great labour “ difficul- 
ities.” A strike takes place because the demand for the article 
tmanufactured has, for the time being, fallen off, so that a cessa- 
‘tion of industrial operations, which is the direct consequence of the 
strike, is of secondary importance, after all, to the employer, al- 
though the sudden stoppage of their means of subsistence cannot 
be a matter of indifference tothe men. This is generally the dis- 
tinctive feature of great strikes, and hence we have observed that 
there appears to be a kind of fatality about them. The fact is, that 
in 19 cases out of 20 a strike would not take place if trade were 
active. If their order-books were full to overflowing,and if the 
prices realised for their products were remunerative, employers would 
) never think of reducing wages, and might even consent to slightly 
| advance them, and then no cause of difference would arise. But this 
| is what the working classes never seem able to understand. In times 

of comparative depression a return to lower wages or a refusal to in- 
crease wagesis inevitable, but the working classes generally aggravate 
the difficulty by resisting areduction as soon as it is talked of. Eventa- 
ally they have, in most instances, to accept a lower remuneration, 
or to agree to the refusal of an advance proposed to them; and when 
they do accept it, they often find themselves working for lower wages, 
or at the same wages as before, while they have lost ever so much from 
} many weeks of ill-advised idleness. The American iron trade will 
‘no doubt depend, toa large extent, upon the abundance or other- 
‘ wise of the American harvest ; but we warn our ironmasters against 
, placing too much reliance upon a lengthened continuance of this 
| Pennsylvania labour trouble, and against expecting that it will 
| revive ail at once the American demand for British rails and plates. 

The American markets must become much more destitute of these 
; articles than they are at present before any material demand for 

them is likely to arise in this country, on American account; and 
|when stocks across the Atlantic have been brought down toa 
more moderate level, we shall probably witness a restoration of har- 
mony between masters and men in Pennsylvania.
